Plan to Get Some Legislation to 
Improve Conditions in 
the State

Same Old Problems Come Up for 
Discussion—Convention Held in 
Indianapolis

The Indiana Association of Insurance 
Agents discussed many of the old-time 
problems at its annual meeting at In- 
dianapolis last Friday afternoon—prob- 
~ lems that have confronted them at past 
annual meetings—and ended by passing 
them along to the legislative commit- 
tee. About fifty members registered. 

The legislative committee is in- 
structed to deliberate upon and devise 
plans concerning action at the next 
session of the legislature with refer- 
ence to establishing a separate insur- 
ance department, passing an agents’ 
qualifications law, passing a law re- 
quiring all companies operating in the 
state to have reserve deposits, an anti- 
-discrimination law, and another law 
that the writing of insurance in the 
state shall be by resident agents. 

A resolution was adopted that the In- 
diana Association of Insurance Agents 
request the Western Adjustment Com- 
pany to adjust losses only for incor- 
porated companies, and copies of the 
resolution were ordered sent to the 
Chicago and Indianapolis offices of the 
~ adjustment company. 


Questions Warmly Discussed 


The questions that came before the 
convention were all warmly discussed. 
Some speakers opposed going to the 
legislature to bring about reforms and 
intimated that agents should reform 
themselves and they could accomplish 
all that, or more, than the legislation 
could. It was intimated that when in- 
surance interests get too active in favor 
of legislation, the public becomes sus- 
Picious and begins to look after a little 
legislation also. 

It was pointed out that some of the 
Suggestions looked unfriendly to the

Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 11—(Special)— 
James R. Gillis, a local agent at Mount 
Pleasant, Ia., tossed another bomb into 
an already superheated -gubernatorial 
campaign in Iowa, Wednesday, when 
he came out in an affidavit charging 
that W. L. Harding, Republican candi- 
date for governor, drank so much beer 
at the local agents’ convention at Dav- 
enport, in June, 1913, that he became 
“tipsy and silly.”

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FIRE PREVENTION MEN 
CONFER ON THEIR WORK 


State Associations Send Delegates 
to a General Meeting 
Held in Chicago 





A. C. SPEED AT THE HEAD 


Work Done Along Many Lines Is Re- 
- lated by a Number of Interested 
Speakers 





The delegations from the state fire 
prevention organizations held a meeting 
Friday in the auditorium of the Chi- 
cago Board. The meeting was opened 
by T. R. Weddell, secretary of the pub- 
licity commitee. A. C. Speed of Toledo, 
Ohio, state agent of the American Cen- 
tral, was elected permanent chairman, 
and Mr. Weddell permanent secretary. 
Representatives from eleven states were 
present and several other prominent 
men in fire prevention, including John 
C. McDonnell, chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention of Chicago, M. T. 
Daniels, assistant engineer of the West- 
ern Union, and F. J. T. Stewart, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
National Fire Protection Association. 


W. O. Chamberlin’s Talk 


W. O. Chamberlin, of Minneapolis, 
special agent of the Commercial Union, 
spoke on the subject of education of 
the children in fire prevention. He has 
addressed over 50,000 children within a 
year. Mr. Chamberlin is an adept at 
getting and keeping children interested. 
With a few illustrations and_ stories 
which they can understand he makes a 
lasting impression upon their minds. As 
soon as he completes his inspections he 
visits the school houses and in a little 
talk sows the seed of fire prevention. 

Benjamin Auerbach, of Herrick & 
Auerbach, representing the committee 
on publicity and education, told of the 
work of his committee in sending out 
pamphlets and speaking before school 
children. 

Standard Hose Couplings 


F. M. Griswold, general inspector of 
the Home, spoke on the need of stand- 
ard hose couplings in order to facilitate 
cooperation between communities in 
case of fire. There are at the present 
time néarly 4,000 towns and cities in the 
United States that use the standard, 
which for two and a half inch hose calls 
for an outside diameter over male end 
threads of three and one-sixteenth 
inches, with seven and one-half threads 
to the inch. This standard admits of a 
wide range of adaptability through the 
use of taps and dies. In speaking of 
the crying need of this standardization 
Mr, Griswold said that at the time of 
the Baltimore fire, thirty-five cities re- 
sponded to aid in fighting the fire, but 
there was not one who could couple up 
with the local water supply. 


Work Done in Qhio 


Rodney D. Wiley, vice-president of 
the Ohio State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation, outlined the work done in his 
state toward the organization of fire 
chiefs cooperative associations. These 
have been formed at Columbus, Cleve- 
land and East Liverpool, and embrace 
towns within sixty miles of these cen- 
ters. Chief McDonnell, of Chicago, said 
that on his bureau there are thirty-five 
men and five fire protection engineers, 
detailed for inspections. Over 140,000 
inspections were made in Chicago dur- 
ing 1915. 

The apathy of people in working for 
fire prevention was brought out by J. A. 
Bawden, president of the Indiana Fire 
Prevention Association. They have or- 
ganized fire prevention committees in 
the medium sized towns to make inspec- 
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Every special agent gives two days a 
year to this work. 


Plans for Fire Prevention Day 


_T. R. Weddell told of the prepara- 
tion for fire prevention day, Oct. 9. 
There has been a systematic campaign 
to interest the officials from the gover- 
nors down through the municipal offi- 
cials. Two thousand letters were sent 
out to the newspapers urging them to 
devote some space to this work. The 
necessity for including the local agent 
in the campaign for fire prevention was 
brought out by W. J. Gilsdorf, of Ken- 
tucky. After the special agent had 
started the work it is necessary to have 
some one on the ground to continue it. 


Accident People Cooperate 


F, J. T. Stewart said that the fire-com- 
panies had combined with the accident 
companies to have Oct. 9 a fire and ac- 
cident prevention day in order to avoid 
the danger of too many days devoted 
to a special interest. 

In Wisconsin the fire chiefs hold 
office through civil service examination, 
therefore, they remain in office a long 
period. Inspections are made by the 
fire department four times a year. These 
two regulations give Wisconsin the low- 
est loss ratio of any state. 

E. Jay Wohlgemuth, associate editor 
of “Fire Protection,” said that the local 
agents were adopting fire prevention 
educational methods as a business prop- 
osition. The meeting was closed with 
a few remarks by Mr. Speed, in which 
he outlined the work ahead of the state 
organizations and urged all those pres- 
ent to continue along the lines in which 
pte have already done such valued 
work.

WALTER E. ATWATER, Milwaukee

Walter E. Atwater, special agent 
of the Commercial Union, who was 
elected vice-president of the Fire Un- 
derwriters Association of the North- 
west, is one of the well-known field 
men in this section.

BIG INTERINSURERS PLANNED 





R. M. Williamson and Eight Other Ex- 
perienced Men Promoting Manu- 
facturers Exchange in Chicago 





A new reciprocal is now being or- 





ganized on a big scale, with offices in 
the McCormick building, Chicago. It 
will be known as the Manufacturers 
Exchange. R. M. Williamson, man- 
ager of the Sprinklered Risk Under- 
writers, and formerly of the firm of 
Wm. & R. M. Williamson, who man- 
aged a number of exchanges in Chi- 
cago that were turned over to M. J. 
Dorsey some time ago, is in charge of 
the office. Associated with him are 
eight men who have had experience 
either with interinsurance exchanges or 
specializing mutual companies, and Mr. 
Williamson states that ultimately there 
will be twenty such men connected with 
the new exchange in various capaci- 
ties. 
Plans for Pinancing the Exchange 


The circular letters that have been sent 
out thus far by the exchange are signed 
by C. Chadwick, president of the 
Bankers Supply Company of Chicago and 
Denver. Mr. Chadwick and a number of 
other manufacturers are interested in the 
organization of the exchange, which is be- 
ing financed by the Interinsurers Manage- 

ment Company, which will act as attorney 
and manager. This corporation now has 
paid in capital of $30,000 and it is ex- 
pected that at least $100,000 will be needed 
to organize the exchange. In fact, the 
plan is considerably more pretentious than 
that of any exchange that has ever been 
organized. 

It will write nothing but manufacturing 
risks and will start out with lines of 
either $50,000 or $100,000 on each risk, 
probably the latter amount. Mr. William- 
son says that it will not start until it has 
between two and three hundred such risks. 
He has spent considerable time in the 
preparation of the plans, and the litera- 
ture that is being used and he has no 
idea of rushing the organization work at 
high speed. The present belief is that 
the first business will be written before 
the first of the year, however. 

The tentative application blank that is 
being used contains some unusual stipu- 
lations. It provides that these stipula- 





tions shall be a part of the policy con- 





tract and that not only the management 
of the exchange but of the managing 
company shall be in the hands of a com- 
mittee of policyholders elected by the 
members of the exchange. The committee 
of policyholders shall be trustees for the 
fund, shall guide the underwriting policy 
of the exchange, and shall supervise the 
disbursement of all funds. 


Plan Differs From Others 


The exchange’s plan of operation is dif- 
ferent from that of any other exchange. 
It will collect on issuance of policies 
60 percent of the stock company’s rates 
and pay 15 percent of the stock rate for 
expenses. Six months later another de- 
posit will be called sufficient to replenish 
the initial deposit and to pay 10 percent 
of the stock rate for additional expenses. 

The New York standard form of policy 
will be used and all contracts will be 
issued for periods of three years, with pro- 
vision that they may be cancelled at any 
time with the return of the unexpended 
deposit credited to the policyholder, and 
that this unexpended deposit, whatever 
it may be at the expiration of the’ policy, 
is returnable.

SEPTEMBER FIRE LOSS 


The losses by fire in the United 
States and Canada during September, 
as compiled from the records of the 
Journal of Commerce, aggregate $12,- 
244,625.

FORBUSH TALES TO FIELD MEN 


William P. Forbush, manager of the 
Underwriters Salvage Company, spoke 
before the Cook County Field Club 
luncheon Monday. He said that the 
institution with which he is connected 
had saved the companies vast sums of 
money by handling goods damaged by 
fire on which exorbitant claims had been 
made, but that it had saved even more, 
in fact, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, by the moral effect that it had 
on claimants when offers to pay the 
loss and take the damaged merchandise 
were made. 

There has been a change, he said, in 
the method of handling these goods. 
Formerly efforts were made to put it 
all back in condition. Now, very little 
of it is more than dried out, because 
the retail merchant handling this class 
of merchandise desires to sell it as sal- 
vage and have it look as if it were. In 
many states, however, there are legal 
difficulties in handling unlabeled gro- 
ceries, despite the fact that a repre- 
sentative of the Illinois State Board 
of Health virtually “lives with” the 
salvage company. 

Following the address, Mr. Forbush 
was asked numerous questions, and had 
not President W. T. Bisbee shut down 
on the session, it would have lasted 
far into the afternoon. It developed 
that merchants just at present are not 
at all anxious to make settlement on 
the basis of turning over the damaged 
goods.

Ohio Marshal’s Report 


There was a fire loss of $6,378,604 in 
Ohio in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
according to the report of State Fire 
Marshal Buckley. This is $1,000,000 
less than the annual average since the 
office of fire marshal was established 
in 1900. There were eighty-six con- 
victions for arson, and in thirteen of 
these cases the motive was to defraud 
insurance companies. Mr. Buckley re- 
peats and indorses the recommenda- 
tion of his predecessor, E. R. Defen- 
baugh, for the passing of laws making 
clear the common law liability of per- 
sons whose carelessness results in the 
spread of fire, and also making those 
whose carelessness results in fire re- 
sponsible for the cost of extinguishing 
it.

COMMISSIONER MAY PROCEED 





Understood that Insurance Department 
May Take Action Against Outside 
Brokers and Agents 





Texas insurance men expect that the 
new insurance commissioner will soon 
take action, following the opinion filed 
some weeks ago by the attorney-gen- 
eral, to the effect that no commissions 
can be paid brokers who are not 
licensed by the Texas department. The 
attorney-general holds that a licensed 
agent in Texas is expressly prohibited 
from sharing commissions with an un- 
licensed agent or broker. He also held 
that the payment of a commission to a 
company which afterward pays it to a 
broker is prohibited by law. 

The attorney-general contends that 
the payment of brokerage on part of a 
company to an unlicensed broker is 
either a violation of the company’s ob- 
ligation in regard to the resident agent 
law, or else it is a violation of the anti- 
rebate law. It is stated that the insur- 
ance department of Texas will likely 
investigate the situation and may make 
demand on companies for information. 


May Drop Rate Increase 


Rumors are current in Texas that 
the request of the fire companies for 
an advance in rates in Texas will not 
be pushed before the state insurance 
board. Extensive hearings were had 
early last summer, but the arguments 
have been postponed from time to time.

MAKES REPORT ON BUFFALO 





National Board Engineers Find There 
Is Deficiency in Quantity in Water 
Supply 


The National Board engineers have 
made a report on Buffalo. As to the 
fire-fighting facilities, the report says: 

Water supply reliable, but deficient in 
quantity and at low pressure in much of 
the congested value district. Fire depart- 
ment mainly well equipped, but on the 
two-platoon system, with shifts deficient 
in strength and no means of calling off- 
shift. Fire alarm system unreliable, due 
to hazardous location of headquarters; 
boxes of poor design and central office 
equipment somewhat unsatisfactory. 

As to the conflagration hazard, the 
engineers say: 


The congested value district is divided 
into two sections by the railroad yards 
and the Terrace, forming a fire break 
which should be effective, except under 
very adverse conditions. Since the pre- 
vious report’the potential hazard has been 
somewhat reduced by additional fireproof 
construction and increased sprinkler pro- 
tection, but is still high, because of the 
predominating weak construction. The 
water supply is generally inadequate; 
with present arrangement of service limits 
it is seriously deficient in some sections, 
even as supplemented by streams from 
the fire-boat mains. Although the fire de- 
partment is strong, the above condition, 
in connection with the frequent high 
winds, poor accessibility in some parts 
of the district and narrow streets, makes 
the district subject to large fires, which 
at two locations might develop into sweep- 
ing fires. 

Minor mercantile districts and manufac- 
turing groups are subject to severe local 
fires. Sweeping fires are probable in two 
sections in the manufacturing, warehouse 
and elevator district, which, owing to the 
prevailing direction of winds, seriously ex- 
poses the congested value district. The 
hazard of flying brands in residential dis- 
tricts is greatly increased by congestion 
and frequent high winds. 


CAN REDUCE THE FIRE WASTE 


Personal Accountability Must Be Main 
Factor in Lessening Number 
of Losses 


Fire and accident prevention day was 
observed in the City Club of Chicago 
with a meeting in which methods of ed- 
ucation and betterment of existing con- 
ditions were discussed. The greatest 
need is a change in the national tem- 
perament, involving personal responsi- 
bility for fire and accident. 

Prof. J. B. Finnegan, organizer and 
head of the course in fire prevention at 
Armour Institute, the only technical 
school in which there is a full four 
years’ course in fire prevention and fire 
prevention engineering, spoke on the 
subject, “The Need of Fire Preventive 
Education.” Incendiarism is not as im- 
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portant a factor in the great fire waste 
as has been considered. 


Along with the tangible reasons for this 
waste is an intangible one—the national 
temperament. In order to better this 
condition the public must be made con- 
scious of personal responsibility for fires. 
He went on to tell of the work of the 
National Fire Protection Association 
which has been conducting a vigorous cam- 
paign of publicity. The insurance journals 
and the fire companies also have been car- 
rying on a great work along this line. The 
National Board is endeavoring to restrict 
the annual fire loss through education and 
legislation. While much can be done from 
a physical standpoint through the use 
of various fire prevention appliances, the 
ultimate goal will only be reached when 


everyone realizes the need for his personal . 


cooperation in fire prevention, at which 


time the fire loss will be reduced to the ' 


minimum of a few unavoidable fires. 

He was followed by John C. Howatt, 
chief engineer of the Chicago board of 
education, who spoke on fire prevention 
in the schools. The building construction 
of the schools of Chicago is as near fire- 
proof as possible. In all the recent con- 
structions a whole block has been given 
to the school house in order that there 
shall be no danger of fire from the adjoin- 
ing buildings. Waste paper and oily rags 
are kept in metal cans, thereby reducing 
the danger from this source to the mini- 
mum. One of the chief dangers is decora- 
tions of dry leaves and tissue paper, which 
are very easily set on fire through some 
carelessness. Inspections are often made 
and instructions given to the pupils con- 
cerning fire prevention. During the last 
ten years in Chicago there have been only 
thirty fires reported in 350 school build- 
ings, with a total loss of $40,000. Two 
of these fires amounted to $30,000 and 
were both at night. This is certainly an 
— record for other cities to live up 
oO. 

The last speaker was Charles B. Scott, 
president of the Chicago division of the 
National Safety Council. He spoke on the 
personal element in accident prevention. 
While he emphasized the fact that it was 
very necessary to remove the physical 
hazard, real safety could only be ob- 
tained when the personal interest of each 
individual workman had been enlisted. 
Employes and employers must be inter- 
ested not from a pecuniary viewpoint, but 
from that of the humanitarian. 


FIRE CHIEFS HAVE MEETING 


The Central Ohio Fire Chiefs Coopera- 
tive Association at its first annual meet- 
ing, held at Columbus, Oct. 10, reelected 
the old officers. The next meeting will 
probably be held at Springfield, in June, as 
it is desired to have that city standardize 
its hose and hydrant couplings. 

The association has 18 active and 27 
associate members within a radius of 55 
miles of Columbus. The standardization 
work it inaugurated has spread to West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Indiana, Michigan and 
other states.

In the discussion about the adjust- 
ment company, it was pointed out that 
reciprocals take advantage of the pres- 
ent situation by saying to their clients 
that “you get the same adjustment as 
if you were in stock companies,” and 
that one of their tricks was to offer 
in private settlement an amount above 
what they knew would be awarded by 
the stock company adjusters and so 
get a valuable advertisement out of 
their liberality that, in such cases, costs 
them nothing. 

Federation Secretary Talks 


G. Edgar Turner, secretary of the In- 
surance Federation of Indiana, made 
the chief address. He discussed the 
legislation needed by the fire and cas- 
ualty interests of the state and his sug- 
gestions were later embodied in the rec- 
ommendations for action by the legis- 
lative committee of the association. He 
hoped that the convention would decide 
what was wanted and then go after it in 
never-give-up spirit. He urged the 
members of the association to take suf- 
ficient interest in the election and in 
the legislature to go after the candi- 
dates and pledge them to the required 
legislation and to get in touch with all 
members of the legislature and keep 
them alive to the protection needed by 
insurance agents. He ended by inviting 
all the members to the meeting of the 
State Federation, Oct. 25.

EDITOR BROWN’S ADDRESS 
Tue address of Editor Paut WIn- 
THROP Brown of the St. Louis “Repub- 
lic,” before the Fire UNpeRwriTers As- 
SOCIATION OF THE NorTHWEsT, shows what 
an investigation into the insurance busi- 
ness does for a layman. Mr. Brown’s 
training as a newspaper man enabled 
him to grasp a new situation quickly. 
A newspaper writer is taught first of 
all to cut aside all veneer and the super- 
fluous and get at the real heart of the 
matter. When Mr. Brown, therefore, 
was called in to assist ir settling the 
Missouri controversy a few years ago, 
he became interested in the economics 
and fundamentals of fire insurance. 
Previous to that time he perhaps had 
10t given the subject any deep thought. 
His analysis of the troubles in fire 
insurance is penetrating and certainly 
illuminating. He gave a new angle to 
fire insurance men themselves, from 
which to view their calling. Fire in- 
surance men have hesitated to even hint 
that their work was in the nature of 
a profession rather than a business or 
trade. Mr. Brown by definition and 
illustration very clearly classified these 
three activities. He applied the test 
of business, then trade, then profes- 
sion to fire insurance, to see where 
this great calling should be grouped. 
He finds that without a doubt it has 
professional aspects rather than the 
characteristics of a business or trade. 
Mr. Brown, therefore, concludes that 
the reason the public and the legisla- 
tures have so much trouble in dealing 
with fire insurance companies is the 
fact that they are trying to legislate 
for a business and trade rather than 





men to read Mr. Brown’s very convinc- 
ing paper. If the meeting of the 
Fire UNpDERWRITERS ASSOCIATION OF. THE 
NortTHWEST accomplished nothing more 
this year than to have brought Mr. 
Brown to the platform and had him 
elucidate his views on the subject of 
fire insurance, the meeting would have 
been worth while. Mr. Brown showed 
a grasp of.the situation that was most 
surprising to one not directly con- 
nected with the business. 








RESERVE LIABILITY 
FirE insurance men who read the paper 
of Commissioner Nespit of the District 
of Columbia, before the InsuRANcE Com- 
MISSIONERS CONVENTION, in which he advo- 
cated changing the basis of computing re- 
insurance reserves from the fraction of 
the premium to amount at risk, be- 
lieve that the commissioner is laying too 
much stress on the present system as being 
the cause of very many difficulties in the 
business. The unearned premium fund 
measures the liability of an insurance 
company with policyholders to pay back 
on demand such portion of the premium 
as may not have been earned when the 
policy is presented for calculation. It is 
a definite liability and has nothing to do 
with the fire cost of carrying the busi- 
ness. 
Commissioner NEsBit, in his paper, took 
the position that the present method of 
taking 50 percent of the annual premiums, 
75 percent of the three-year term and 90 
percent of the five-year term, is illogical 
and unsafe. He traced to this system 
many of the evils of the business, seeming 
to think that if the reserve were com- 
puted on the amount at risk there would 
be more stability and less discrimination 
in rates. 
When it comes to the practical working 
out of a plan for computing the reserve 
on amount at risk, the commissioner, no 
doubt, would find it difficult to lay down a 
fixed percentage, owing to the wide range 
of hazard. For instance, on a fireproof or 
sprinklered risk a company would carry a 
heavy liability at a comparatively small 
rate, while on a special hazard the 
amount would be much smaller and the 
rate much higher. If an attempt were 
made to classify the business in order to 
get at some proper and reasonable per- 
centage for reinsurance reserve classifica- 
tion, it would involve great expense and 
labor without commensurate results. 

The present reinsurance reserve system, 
while illogical in many ways, is simple and 
safe. It may be that the plan is too 
stringent and doubtless it has worked a 
hardship to a certain extent on new com- 
panies, especially in writing term business. 
So far as the older and larger companies 
are concerned, the system is satisfactory 
and has proved the test of time. Com- 
missioner NEssit traces the high mortal- 
‘ity of fire insurance companies to the 
present reserve system. Underwriters will 
question this statement, as they do not be- 
lieve that the reserve system has had so 
much to do with the failure or reinsurance 
of companies. 

That part of Commissioner NEsBIT’s 
paper dealing with conflagrations sounds 
more logical to insurance men. There 
does seem to be a necessity for having a 
separate conflagration reserve liability set 
aside. Conflagrations come at stated pe- 
riods and there should be a fund that

COORDINATION 


WHEN the MassAcHusETTs BONDING 
chose the name “Coordinator” for its 
company publication, some critical 
people may have thought this was a 
Bostonesque eccentricity. It was not. 
That particular word brings constantly 
to the attention of the agents one of 
the essentials of success in any cor- 
poration or business, an essential which 
often is overlooked by insurance com- 
panies to their distinct loss. 

The other day a man of long and va- 
ried experience in the casualty busi- 
ness said that of the several companies 
he had represented, only one was thor- 
oughly well managed. In all the others 
there was want of coordination among 
the different departments. They pulled 
and hauled to their own advantage, and 
no executive officer appeared to exer- 
cise a sufficient power to make them 
work harmoniously for the good of the 
entire institution. 

Any man earnestly devoting himself 
to one work is likely to regard it as 
the most important imaginable. There 
is danger that the agency manager will 
regard the production of business as 
the one essential and want the: poli- 
cies drafted, the underwriting done and 
the claims handled with this one end 
in view. The underwriting department 
thinks production of good business— 
with the accent on “good”—is the one 
thing needful and, if given a free hand, 
he would make the agents spend most 
of their time inspecting, attaching 
clauses to protect the company’s in- 
terest, and doing other work for which 
they do not see that they are being 
paid. The accounting department wants 
agents to be collectors and bookkeep- 
ers first of all. The claim department 
wants policies drawn, underwriting 
done and agents’ activities directed to 
avoiding claims. 

Any one of these, if not held in 
check, is likely to start disorganizing 
tendencies. It requires some man 
above them all, who views the situation 
from all angles, looks to the com- 
pany’s welfare as a whole, and holds 
the various departments in proper bal- 
ance if the forces are to form an or- 
ganization and not a collection of in- 
dependent units. 


ARE DIRECTORS LIABLE? 

Nine directors of the defunct Com- 
MONWEALTH Bonpinc & Casuatty of 
Fort Worth, are sued for $300,000 dam- 
ages, J. B. Napors & Son, of Los An- 
geles, California, state agents, claim 
they were induced to take the agency 
by misrepresentations as to the com- 
pany’s condition and were damaged to 
the amount named by loss of business, 
of credit and of local standing due to 
its failure. Examination of the Com- 
monwealth Bonding and disclosures 
since it went into receivership have 
shown that it was a very rotten promo- 
tion. We do not know whether the 
allegations in this complaint will be 
substantiated by the evidence. We do 
hot know whether the plaintiffs were 
guilty of contributory negligence in 








failing to avail themselves of such in- 
formation as was obtainable. But it 
would be of great interest to have a 
clean-cut decision by a court of stand- 
ing on the following question: 

If officers and directors mislead 
agents as to the condition of a com- 
pany, allay their suspicions by un- 
truthful statements and by misrepre- 
sentations and then the company fails 
and the agents, as a result, lose busi- 
ness and reputation, should the direc- 
tors be held personally liable to them 
in damages? 





DANGER SIGNALS 

From thoughtful men in public life. 
financiers, writers on economic sub- 
jects, and others whose investigations 
have fitted them in a greater or less 
degree to forecast the future, come con- 
stant warnings to prepare for the re- 
adjustment which must come after the 
great war. 

By no class of people should these 
warnings be given more consideration 
than by those in charge of the surety 
companies. Suretyship is virtually in- 
surance against moral, personal and 
financial hazard. If such a readjust- 
ment as is forecast does come, it will 
be little short of a miracle if many men 
on whose integrity and financial solv- 
ency the money of surety companies is 
risked are not found wanting. Condi- 
tions just now are conducive to free 
spending and speculation. Many em- 
ployes are living beyond their means. 
Fiduciaries have unusual temptations 
to “make a killing” with free funds 
in their hands. There has already been 
much trouble in the contract line, and 
there is danger of more if owners get 
cramped and cannot pay promptly and 
banks are obliged to tighten up on 
loans. It is a time for more than 
usual caution. 








What Service Means 
in the Surety Business 











Occasionally one learns of instances 
of real service on a large scale which 
stand out as examples of what surety 
agents should aim at. Of course, op- 
portunities of this kind come only once 
in a while, but the agent who is con- 
stantly alert will find occasions for 
helping his customers if only in a small 
way. Here are a few instances of con- 
spicuous service: 

A contractor in a western city went 
to one of the western Canadian prov- 
inces to bid on a section of a large 
public contract. When he got on the 
ground he found he could advanta- 
geously buy out the contracts of suc- 
cessful bidders on other sections, pre- 
vided he could secure the necessary 
bond, which was very large. He went 
to Winnipeg, where he could get his 
surety agent on long-distance phone 
and explain the situation. The agent 
represented a company which was not 
licensed in Canada. He took the first 
train for Toronto and was able to 
secure a company there which would 
write the bond provided it could secure 
necessary reinsurance. The agent ar- 


ranged for the reinsurance, got the 
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bond and enabled his customer to swing 
the big deal and make a lot of money. 
x * * 


The Chicago manager of a multiple 
line company has among his customers 
a concern in New York state. He 
learned that it was about to build a 
very large addition to its establishment 
and solicited the contract bond. The 
concern wrote back that the only bid- 
ders were local contractors whose finan- 
cial resources were so small that it 
doubted whether his company would 
bond any of them. He suggested to 
his company that it lay the matter be- 
fore one of its good contract customers 
in New York state. It presented the 
facts to a contractor highly competent 
to handle such work; he put in a bid 
and secured the contract. Naturally, 
the insurance company got not only 
the bond but the liability and compen- 
sation insurance. It was written 
through an agent of the company in 
New York state, but the Chicago man 
who originated it got some compensa- 
tion for his services, and his customer, 
the manufacturing concern, was so 
pleased with the manner in which the 
contractor handled the work that his 
hold on its business was strengthened.

One day a Chicago casualty and 
surety agent told one of his subordi- 
nates to inform Mr. , one of 
the office’s customers on the Pacific 
coast, that a very large contract in his 
line was about to be let in New York. 
Immediately upon receipt of this intel- 
ligence the contractor sent a _ repre- 
sentative to New York, where he se- 
cured a $4,000,000 contract.

A Chicago contractor wanted to bid 
on some government work at the Soo. 
His surety agent executed a bid bond, 
but as a precaution the agent accom- 








panied the contractor to Detroit, where 
the bids were to be put in. When they 
got there the contractor found a situ- 
ation which caused him to put in a 
second bid. The agent got the neces- 
sary forms from the Detroit office of 
his company, executed a second bid 
bond, and it was on that bid the con- 
tractor secured the contract.

REINSURES MOST RISKS

American Fidelity to Operate in Ver- 
mont Only—Disposes of Bonding 
and Burglary Business 





On Monday a deal was closed for the 
reinsurance by the National Surety of 
the surety, fidelity and burglary busi- 
ness of the American Fidelity outside 
of Vermont. The American Fidelity 
will now operate only in its home state. 
What arrangements have been made 
for the reinsurance of its accident and 
health business in outside territory is 
not known yet. 

Some time ago the Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts and New York departments 
examined the American Fidelity. A 
hearing on the examination was to have 
been held early in September, but was 
postponed until Oct. 11. While the 
departments did not publish the report 
of the examination, pending hearing, it 
became known in inner circles that the 
company’s capital was held to be im- 
paired about $135,000. 


Examination Was Severe 


The examination is said to have been 
a very severe one, the examiners dis- 
allowing assets about which there was 
any doubt. Among these nonadmitted 
assets was the company’s claim for 
about $90,000 against the American 
Guaranty of Columbus, American In- 
-demnity of Galveston and the Lion 
Bonding & Surety of Omaha, each of 
which had taken $25,000 of reinsurance 
on the La Salle Street Trust & Savings 
Bank of Chicago and against each of 
which the company has a suit pending. 
The receiver of the bank holds a divi- 
dend of 25 percent of the $75.000, the 
amount of the bond, which belongs to 
the American Fidelity or its reinsuring 
companies. There has been a rumor, 
also. that the examiners disallowed 
credit for certain other reinsurance and 
that they increased the reserves. 


Reinsurance Offers Made 


As soon as it was rumored that the 
capital was impaired, the National 
Suretv made an ofter of reinsurance of 
the fidelity business and of'such surety 
risks as it should select, but this was 
turned down at the time. 
stood, also. that a proposition was 
made to reinsure the company’s busi- 
ness in the Bonding Company of Amer- 
ica, successor of the Casualty Company 
of America, as soon as it was ready to 
write business, and there were even 
rumors that this deal had been closed. 


Surplus Runs Down 


Since the American Fidelity discon- 
tinued liability, compensation and au- 
tomobile business at the end of 1913, it 
has shown a fine underwriting profit 
on accident, burglary and bonding 
business, but its reserves for liability 
and compensation losses put up at the 
end of 1913 proved entirely inadequate, 
and the drain on surplus has been 
terrific. Apparently the company con- 
cluded at last that it would better rein- 
sure all business outside of Vermont 
and do a snug little business until its 
old claims are licuidated. What it will 
do then is unknown to everybody but 
the management, and perhaps to it. It 
is known. however, that at least one 
of the officers looks longingly at the 
field of automobiie insurance. 


Too Much Business 
What brought grief to the American 


Fidelity was the doing of entirely too 
large a volume of liability and com- 


It is under-" 


volume increased so fast that the sur- 
plus went to reserves and it was neces- 
sary at the end of 1912 to reduce the 
capital nearly one-half to create sur- 
plus. Later it was reduced again. 
Throughout its history the company 
has done business honorably and its 
stockholders have shown admirable 
grit. It was a nonaffiliated company in 
nearly every line of business and there- 
fore violated no obligations when it 
wrote below conference rates. It has 
paid its claims and has dealt fairly with 
everybody. 


Volume of Business 


Last year the American Fidelity did 
about $51,000 in fidelity premiums, 
$164,000 in surety premiums, and $33,- 
000 in burglary premiums. It had a 
very low loss ratio on fidelity and bur- 
glary, but its surety loss ratio was 
high, owing to payment of the La Salle 
Street Bank loss of nearly $90,000, 
which was incurred in 1914. 

About $85,000 of its fidelity and surety 
premiums, with a 20 percent loss ratio, 
came out of New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania, which were ‘under 
the supervision of Manager Cecil Piatt 
of New York. C. M. Abbott of In- 
dianapolis, as western superintendent, 
had a _ considerable force of agents. 
This year the company’s bonding busi- 
ness has been largely increased through 
the general agency of Schick & Beard 
of Chicago, who have been writing 
about $10,000 a month since May, 
mainly contract bond business.

UNEARTHS CROOKEDNESS 


The Universal Guide & Adjustment 
Company of Chicago did a good job re- 
cently in unearthing a nest of crooked- 
ness in the Ghetto district of that city. 
The North American Accident, Midland 
Casualty, Southern Surety and Massa- 
chusetts Bonding and General Accident 
are said to have been victims of the 
fraudulent practices of an agent and sey- 
eral doctors. Investigation by one of the 
companies disclosed that every claim 
paid on that agent’s business had been 
fraudulent, the agent having assisted the 
policyholders to pay their premiums for 
a few months and then assisted them in 
preparing and presenting fake claims. 

The investigators found that the agent 
has worked under several aliases, and his 
wife, who also has been insured under 
different names, has collected three or 
four claims. Seven different doctors in 
the district are found to have assisted 
crooked agents and claimants in connec- 
tion with fraudulent certificates. One of 
them admitted that he had signed a num- 
ber of such certificates at $1 for the pre- 
liminary notice and one or two dollars 
on the final proof.

QUESTION MANUAL WORDING 





Interesting Discussion of Use of Quali- 
fying Words in Connection With 
Certain Occupations 





An interesting point in the construc- 
tion of classification manuals for ac- 
cident insurance has been brought out 
in correspondence between an execu- 
tive officer of one of the industrial 
companies and J. B. Sackett, chairman 
of the manual committee of Health & 
Accident Underwriters Conference. 
The official in question expressed the 
opinion that in classifying clergyman, 
the words “no other duties” should be 
added, and that appropriate qualifying 
words, such as “office duties only,” or 
“official duties only,” should be added 
to stenographer, bank cashier, teller, 
examiner and inspector, in order that 
no misunderstanding can be had in the 
adjustment of claims. The officer ex- 
presses the opinion that to write a 
clergyman in the present wording of 
the manual would permit him to work 
on a farm and still be a clergyman. . 


Mr. Sackett’s Views 


Mr. Sackett takes an opposite view. 
Referring to the phrase in the stand- 
ard policy, “or while he is doing any 
act or thing pertaining to any occupa- 
tion so classified, except ordinary 
duties about his residence, or while 
engaged in recreation,’ Mr. Sackett 
held that if a clergyman, who is also 
engaged in farming, should give his 
occupation as clergyman, or if the pol- 
icy should recite his occupation as 
clergyman, with no qualifying words, 
and he should be injured “while doing 
an act or thing pertaining to an occu- 
pation classed by the company as more 
hazardous than clergyman, be _ it 
farmer, carpenter, merchant or painter, 
he would be subject to the prorating 
clause, provided the act or thing is rea- 
sonably incident to the occupation so 
classified and does not pertain to the 
occupation as clergyman and cannot 
be construed as duties about the resi- 
dence or as recreation.” 


Attorney’s Opinion Given 


Mr. Sackett suggested to the com- 
pany official that he refer the question 
to the general counsel of his company 
for an opinion, Mr. Sackett holding 
that to aid these qualifying words to 
certain occupations would cause seri- 
ous trouble unless they were added to 
all other similar ones. 

The opinion of the company’s at- 
torney was secured informally and he 
held that Mr. Sackett is correct—that 
it is not necessary to state “no other 
duties” or “office duties only” and that 
it would not be safe to do so unless 
similar words were added to all occu- 
pations to which they were applicable. 
The attorney stated that if he himself, 
as an attorney, owned a farm and was

injured while working on that farm, 
he would be obliged to take settlement 
as a farmer. 

Mr. Sackett would be glad to hear 
from others who may hold different 
views on this subject, as his purpose 
is to secure the best possible manual.

HAS NEW TEACHERS’ POLICY 





Consolidated Casualty of Louisville 
Will Specialize on Policies for 
Particular Classes of Risks 





J. W. Scherr, president of the Con- 
solidated Casualty of Louisville, an- 
nounces that the company is issuing a 
new special policy designed for teach- 
ers in schools and colleges and sold 
only to them through special agents. 
It contains no restrictions, provides a 
premium reduction for the second and 
subsequent years, pays five years’ total 
disability for accidents, twelve months 
total disability for sickness, half bene- 
fits for partial disability, surgeons’ fees 
for nondisabling accidents and contains 
optional indemnity and accumulation 
features. Double benefits are paid for 
travel accidents and the wrecking of 
the conveyance is not required. Pre- 
miums range from $12 to $21.50 a year, 
monthly accident and illness indemni- 
ties range $40 to $60 and accidental 
death payments range from $500 to 
$1,000. The rates apply to men teach- 
ers, 18 to 50 years, and women, 18 to 45. 
The limit for men is 60 years and 
women 50, 10 percent a year to be 
added to the premiums. Country school 
teachers add 25 percent to the pre- 
miums, while rates for teachers in man- 
ual training schools will be quoted 
from the office. 

President Scherr stated that speciali- 
zation will probably distinguish the 
policy of the company in the future. He 
believes that specialized insurance will 
appeal strongly to special classes of 
risks and that the hazards can be com- 
puted for such risks with greater se- 
curity. 





High Brokerage Reported 


Recently one of the Chicago casualty 
offices secured a number of new acci- 
dent brokers. The greatest difficulty 
in closing with them was encountered 
in settling the rate of commission to 
be paid. A number of the brokers re- 
ported that they were getting else- 
where 33% percent, and one office at 
least wes reported to be paying 40 per- 
cent to brokers. 


Clover Leaf’s New Policies 


The Clover Leaf Casualty of Jack- 
sonville, Ill., announces two new poli- 
cies sold on the annual premium plan. 
The “Superior Disability” pays five 
years for accident, eight months for 
sickness, without restriction as to na- 
ture of disability. The “Perfect Dis- 
ability” pays for the same periods of 
time, with provisions granting 50 per- 
cent increase in indemnity for hospital 
confinement, and in the event of the 
loss of two limbs, 50 percent of monthly 
indemnity for five years, in addition to 
payment of principal sum. 





Labor Refuses Endorsement 


San Francisco, Oct. 11—(Special)— 
Advocates of the compulsory state 
health insurance scheme in Califor- 
nia received a set-back when the state 
federation of labor refused to endorse 
the plan at its annual meeting Friday. 
Dr. I. M. Rubinow, consulting actuary 
and publicist for the state social in- 
surance commission, pleaded hard for 
endorsement, but the federation re- 
fused and instructed its executive com- 
mittee to investigate the subject and 
report to the next meeting. 





Illinois Agents to Meet 


Iflinois accident and life agents of 
the Travelers will hold a convention 
at the Hotel Illinois, Bloomington, 
Oct. 24. There will be an automobile 
ride throughout the city, a luncheon 
at noon and a banquet at the Bloom- 
ington Club in the evening. A_ busi- 


noon. H. B. Knowlton, manager for 
Illinois outside of Cook county; J. O. 
Hoover, special agent, and W. P. Lit- 
tle, underwriter in the Chicago branch 
office, will represent the company. 
Bloomington was selected because of 
the fine record made by the Freese- 
Clark agency of that city. In three 
weeks it wrote 100 accident applica- 
tions. Its big day showed twenty-six 
applications produced in honor of W. 
P. Little. It is likely that an associa- 
tion will be organized at this meet- 
ing and regular meetings held at vari- 
ous points throughout the state in the 
future. , 





Pelzer Verdict Against Company 


The suit for $30,000 accident insur- 
ance on the life of Theodor Pelzer, who 
jumped or fell from his office window 
in Kansas City a year ago, resulted in 
a verdict in the Macon, Mo., court 
against the London Guarantee & Acci- 
dent, the verdict including interest and 
attorney’s fees. The case will be ap- 
pealed. Other suits against other com- 
panies which had insurance on Pelzer 
are pending. and one of them—it is not 
now certain which—will probably come 
up this month at Kansas City, and be 
transferred to some other county on 
change of venue. None of the accident 
companies have paid, and all will resist. 





THREE YEARS IN CHAIN GANG 


The North Carolina insurance depart- 
ment has been instrumental in sending 
John T. Scott, an agent of the North 
American . Accident, at Asheville, to the 
chain gang for a three-year term. Deputy 
Commissioner F. M. Jordon did some espe- 
cially good work on this case. The com- 
pany charged Scott with embezzlement, 
and F. J. Forrest, the southern manager, 
went to Asheville for the purpose of prose- 
cuting him on that charge. Scott, how- 
ever, pleaded guilty to bigamy and solicit- 
ing for other companies without a license, 
and he was sent over the road on the 
bigamy charge. 





ADVOCATES COMPULSION PLAN 


Compulsory health insurance was advo- 
cated by President Louis F. Jermain of 
Milwaukee before the annual meeting of 
the Wisconsin State Medical Society at 
Madison, Oct. 4. Dr. Jermain considered 
the medical profession an indispensable 
factor in the administration of.any scheme 
of health insurance. It should, therefore, 
have a voice, he maintained, not only in 
the construction of these measures, but 
— representation on the controlling 
0dies. 





BUSINESS MEN’S EXAMINED 


The Business Men’s Accident Associa- 
tion of Kansas City has just en ex- 
amined by the Missouri and Wisconsin 
departments, and the report of the ex- 
amination is expected within a week or 
ten days. 
During September the association re- 
ceived 2,751 applications, bringing up the 
total since Jan. 1 to 29,085. Claims paid 
in September amounted to $14,986, and for 
the first nine months of the year they 
amounted to $195,916. Thirty-eight agents 
of the association wrote twenty-five or 
more applications in September, F. J. 
+ the leader, having a record of 
oo. 





CENTRAL’S SEPTEMBER RECORD 


The Central Business Men’s Association 
of Chicago received 2,513 applications 
during September. Thirty-five of its 
agents wrote twenty-five applications or 
more each during the month, M. D. Shirey 
leading with 154 applications. J. Bain, 
who wrote 151 applications, got 90 per- 
cent of them out of a country village of 
less than 2,500 people. The association 
now has nearly 16,000 policies in force, 
is operating in nine states, and for the 
first nine months of the year had a 
premium income of $153,400.

IOWA COMPENSATION DEFECTS 





Agents Underpaid on Small Risks— 
Short Medical Service Period 
Leads to Abuses 





A short time ago it was rumored 
that several important liability com- 
panies were considering quitting work- 
men’s compensation in Iowa. Investi- 
gation did not disclose any substantial 
grounds for such a story, but it did 
bring out features of the workmen’s 
compensation situation in Iowa, such 
as might justify almost any company 
in discontinuing the line in that state. 
Compared with many other states, 
Iowa has but few large risks. Owners 
of a good share of these are members 
of the Iowa Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and have insured their risks in the 
mutual conducted in connection with 
that association. 


Small Pay for Agents 


There are no minimum rates in Iowa 
and on some risks on which the pre- 
mium is only $1.25 a year. Inasmuch 
as the Iowa act limits the acquisition 
cost to 15 percent, and the local agent 
gets only 10 percent, the agent in many 
cases has to get the application, de- 
liver the policy, collect the premium, 
and do any other work in connection 
with the risk, and his entire compen- 


sation for it may be only from 15 up 
to 50 cents.’ This would not be so bad 
if he had more of the large risks, too, 
but, as already stated, a good portion 
of the large risks are in the mutual. 
Medical Feature Bad 


From the company standpoint the 
medical feature of workmen’s compen- 


,sation in Iowa is very unsatisfactory. 
' The law makes the employer liable for 


medical service not to exceed two 
weeks and not to exceed $100 in cost. 
The shortness of the period is such 
that many doctors undertake to get 
all they can while the getting is good. 
In other words, they crowd as many 
visits or operations as possible into the 
two weeks, knowing that in many in- 
stances they will have to handle the 
cases thereafter as charity or with poor 
prospects of getting any pay. 
Too Rapid Service 


Even where the doctor has no mer- 
cenary motives, he is under tempta- 
tion to endeavor to do all that he can 
for the unfortunate injured man with- 
in the two ‘weeks, while the expense 
will fall upon the casualty company, 
and thus is tempted to crowd the med- 
ical service when it would be better if 
the service were handled in a more de- 
liherate manner. 

Another feature in the Iowa situa- 
tion which is considered bad is the re- 
quirement that the compensation com- 
missioner act as chairman of each ar- 
bitration committee. This requires him 
to be absent from his office in Des 
Moines considerable time.

Surety Underwriters Association of 
Michigan Takes Action When 
Fine Is Not Paid 





The Fidelity & Casualty, through its 
Detroit manager, H. V. Upington, has 
been expelled from the Surety Under- 
writers Association of Michigan, notice 
to that effect having been sent to Mr. 
Upington on Tuesday of this week. 
The action follows the meeting held 
last week, when expulsion resolutions 
were adopted. The resolutions recite 
that the company has grossly violated 
association rules and has not appealed 
from the findings of the executive com- 
mittee nor paid the fine imposed and is 
therefore expelled. 

The history of the case is this: The 
Surety Underwriters Association since 
1908 has had an agreement among mem- 
bers that they would not pay commis- 
sions to brokers on bond business. Re- 
cently some of the members found a 
number of instances where the Detroit 
resident managers of the Fidelity & 
Casualty had paid commissions. The 
managers were summoned to appear 
before a committee and to answer to 
the allegations. No denial was made.

NEW STATE FUND RATES 


E. Spencer Baldwin, manager of the 
New York state fund, has announced that 
from Jan. 1 the fund will use the same 
compensation manual as the companies do, 
but with some variations in rates. Here- 
tofore the fund has used a manual which 
differs somewhat in classifications from 
that used by the companies, and, inas- 
much as it was receiving the merit rates 
through the Compensation Inspection Rat- 
ing Board, which also makes rates for the 
companies, some confusion resulted. The 
rates which the state fund has been mak- 
ing have been nearly 20 percent lower 
than those of the companies. The new 
rates will be somewhat lower than _ the 
company rates on classifications on which 
the fund has had satisfactory experience, 
and will be somewhat higher on unsatis- 
factory classifications. On the remaining 
classifications the rates will be those of 
the Compensation Inspection Rating Board 
less 10 percent. 

Inasmuch as the state fund recently 
passed its semiannual dividend to sub- 
seribers and now gives notice of a _ re- 
vision of rates which apparently will be 
upward, it appears that the management 
has found by experience that the fund 
must charge more nearly the same rates 
as the companies do. 


CONFERS on SCHEDULE 


R. S. Elberty, safety engineer of the 
National Workmen’s Compensation Service 
Bureau, was in Chicago this week con- 
ferring with managers of several of the 
western branch bureaus, and also with 
local representatives of bureau companies 
concerning the application of the new In- 
dustrial Compensation rating schedule and 
the new experience rating plan.

ATTACKS CALIFORNIA LAW 


San Francisco, Oct. 11—(Special) —Mono 
county, California, is the latest to contest 
the validity of the California state work- 
men’s compensation act. In applying for 
a writ of review of award made to the 
widow of former Sheriff James P. Dolan, 
the county alleges, among other reasons 
for reversal by the state supreme court, 
that the act is invalid because of too broad 
powers conferred upon the accident com- 
mission. 


MICHIGAN BRANCH MEETS 


The first annual meeting of the Mich- 
igan Branch of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Service Bureau was held last week at 
Detroit. The governing committee elected 
for the coming year consists of the Aetna 
Life, Employers’ Liability, Standard Ac- 
cident, London Guarantee, Fidelity & 
Casualty and Zurich. W. W. Hibbard was 
appointed secretary. He is now con- 
nected with the Detroit rating office. 

A committee was appointed to revise 
the rules as to filing of rates. It consists 
of G. W. Carter, Royal Indemnity; George 
Lieber, Aetna companies, and Clarence G. 
Axtman, manager of the bureau. A reso- 
lution was passed that no rates or in- 
formation be given except to those listed 
with the branch bureau, which will in- 
clude companies and their employes. 

There was some discussion regarding 
the possibility of a stamping bureau in 
Detroit, and members hope to see it 
established at an early date. 


COMPENSATION BUREAU MEETING 


The National Workmen’s Compensation 
Service Bureau held its first general meet- 
ing in three months in New York City 
Tuesday. The session was devoted chiefly 
to a discussion of the proposed revision 
of the rules and matters pertaining to 
the internal affairs of the bureau. The re- 
vision of the rules was referred to a spe- 
cial committee to report later without tak- 
ing final action. The bureau voted to join 
the National Insurance Council. 


EXCHANGE’S ACCIDENT EXPERIENCE 


Sherman & Ellis, Inc., have published 
the accident experience of the Illinois 
Indemnity Exchange for the first eight 
months of 1916, The total number of ac- 
cidents was 4,917. The smallest number 
occurred in January, being 497, while 760 
in August was the high record. These 


accidents are divided into fifteen classes 
and show comparatively slight variations 
from month to month. For the eight 
months’ period, finger cases were the most 
numerous, amounting to 28.15 percent of 
the entire number. Eye cases constituted 
18.35 percent, and miscellaneous cases 
15.78 percent. Other classes of acci- 
dents showed the following percentages 
of the total number: Hand cases, 9.54; 
foot cases, 8.93; arm cases, 4.03; toe 
cases, 3.56; leg cases, 2.73; wrist cases, 
2.28; ankle cases, 1.77; wrenched and 
strained back, 1.59; shoulder and side 
cases, 1.26; knee cases, 1.18; death cases, 
.50; hernia, .35. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 


A. M. Scherer, of New York, and P. B. 
Chadwick, who has been working in Mich- 
igan, have been added to the staff of in- 
spectors of the Kentucky Branch of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Service Bureau 
at Louisville. 

L. L. Hall, manager of the branch 
bureau in Cleveland, Ohio, has been trans- 
ferred to special work in the St. Louis 
Branch of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Service Bureau. W. W. Hibbard, of the 
Detroit office, is temporarily in charge of 
affairs at Cleveland. 


The Pennsylvania workmen’s compensa- 
tion board has authorized Chairman Harry 
A. Mackey to prepare amendments to the 
compensation act to clear up various 
points in the phraseology which have 
caused confusion in the administration of 
the act during the past year. No radical 
changes are being considered. 

The Texas industrial accident board has 
completed its annual report covering the 
compensation business during the fiscal 
year ending Aug. 31, 1916. During the 
fiscal year a total of 34,669 accidents 
were reported to the board; 102 were 
fatal; there were 13,803 claims filed and 
the indemnity companies paid out $389,- 
324 in workmen’s compensation. They 
also paid $103,875 in medical bills, hospi- 
por’ expenses, etc., making a total of $493,- 


The Texas department of insurance is in 
receipt of a letter from an attorney for a 
large Texas corporation, which has caused 
astonishment that a man of his recog- 
nized legal ability should argue as he 
does. This lawyer insists that a stock 
company writing workmen’s compensation 
has the same right to assess its policy- 
holders to pay losses, if funds have be- 
come exhausted, as the Texas Employers 
Insurance Association has to levy assess- 
ments against its subscribers in the event 
its available cash should become drained.

CONTRIBUTION CLAUSE VALID 


In the case of Dustin against the Inter- 
State Business Men’s Accident Associa- 
tion, the supreme court of South Dakota 
has reversed the lower court, which gave 
judgment for $2,500 against the insur- 
ance company. On July 10, 1913, the 
Inter-State Business Men’s issued a polr 
icy for $5,000 to one Dustin. The policy 
contains a provision that “if a member 
shall carry any other acident insurance 
of which he has not notified this associa- 
tion in writing, at least fifteen days prior 
to the date of an accident for which claim 
is made, the association shall be liable 
only proportionately in the ratio which 
this policy bears to all such policies held 
by the members.” 

On Sept. 21, 1918, Dustin got a policy 
for $5,000 from a business men’s asso- 
ciation at Chicago. Six days later he was 
killed in an automobile accident. The 
Inter-State, under its contribution clause, 
paid $2,500 on the claim but declined to 
pay the remaining $2,500, as it had not 
received notice of the taking of the addi- 
tional $5,000 insurance. The beneficiary 
brought suit and got judgment in lower 
court, which is now reversed.

The Maryland 
compensation law specifically provides that 
compensation to a widow shall cease if 
she remarries, but this principle does not 


-appear to control in case of other female 


dependents. The decision was given in 
favor of Mary Brenner, sister of Morris 
Brenner, killed at Hagerstown, Md., in 
1914, while in the employment of the 
Reliable Junk Company.

Partial Loss of Sight—The Pennsyl- 
vania state compensation board holds that 
it has no authority to order’ payment of 
one-third the compensation allowed by. the 
law for the loss of an eye where the 
sight of the eye has been impaired one- 
third but the earning capacity has’ not 
been diminished. The decision was made 
on the appeal of the Pittsburgh & Lake 
Erie Railroad in the case of Louis J. Beck, 
a carshop employe, who met with an 
injury to his eye, which, an oculist held, 
eee to a one-third impairment. of 
sight.

The sole question involved is 
one of the time allowed for filing claim 
for review. The Michigan compensation 
law provides that “unless a claim for a 
review is filed by either party within 
seven days, the decision shall stand as a 
provision of the industrial accident board.” 
The arbitration committee made its award 
on May 10, and filed it with the industrial 
board May 13. On the same day the 
industrial board sent copies to the parties 
to the case. The mining company received 
its copy May 15, and on May 22, filed 


claim for review. The evidence showed 


that the mining company learned, on May 
10, that an award had been made, but did 
not know the amount of compensation 
awarded. It maintained that the seven 


days in which claim for review could be: 


filed ran from the day on which it re- 
ceived from the industrial board notice 
of the award. The industrial board states 
that the law does not require the board 
to serve upon the parties copies of the 
award, and that as the respondent did 
not file claim for review until twelve 
days after the award was made, it over- 
ran the time allowed by law, and. that it 
has not shown good reasons why the legal 
seven days should be extended by the 
industrial board. :

Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents to Hold Its Annual 


Meeting Dec. 14-15 
W. A. DAY TO BE CHAIRMAN 


Program Will Encompass Review of 
Progress of the Business in 
Decade 


New York, Oct. 11—(Special)—In 
celebrating its tenth anniversary this 
year the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents will discuss topics centering 
on the theme, “A Decade of Life In- 
surance in Relation to National Prog- 
ress and Preparedness.” The conven- 
tion will be held on Thursday and Fri- 
day, Dec. 14-15, at the Hotel Astor, 
New York. W. A. Day, president of 
the Equitable Life, will be chairman 
of the convention. 

Judge Day’s former associate, the 
late Paul Morton, and at that time 
president of the Equitable, was the one 
who conceived the movement for the 
organization of the association, and 
who succeeded in getting the late 
Grover Cleveland to serve as its first 
chairman and counsel. 


Movement Started in 1906 


It was on Dec. 3, 1906, that Mr. Mor- 
ton addressed a letter to other com- 
pany executives saying in part: “I am 
impressed with the lack of cooperation 
among large life insurance companies 
and respectifully urge that we meet 
and discuss a plan of an organization.” 
Subsequently, Dec. 21, 1906, the first 
meeting of the proposed association 
was held, the representatives of twen- 
ty-four companies being present. A 
week later the permanent organization 
was perfected. Mr. Morton acted as 
chairman until the appointment of Mr. 
Cleveland at the end of January, 1907. 


Plans for the Meeting 


The date of the tenth annual conven- 
tion and various other details were de- 
cided upon at the regular bi-monthly 
meeting of the association Friday of 
last week. The program, as it is being 
outlined, contemplates a review of the 
growth of the life insurance business in 
the United States and Canada during

A call has gone out for a meeting to 
be held in the Hotel La Salle, Chicago, 
Oct. 16, to discuss the possible organi- 
zation of the sales executives of life in- 
surance companies. An invitation to 
the meeting has been sent to all the 
American and Canadian companies, it 
having been signed by Winslow Rus- 
sell, superintendent of agents of the 
Phoenix Mutual Life; William E. Tay- 
lor, superintendent of agents of the 
Equitable Life of New York, and 
George B. Stadden, president of the 
Franklin Life of Springfield, Ill. 

There has been considerable talk 
from time to time, as to the need of an 
organization of this kind, so that there 
could be an interchange of ideas and 
a standardization of sales methods. 
The organization is the outgrowth of 
a movement that was inaugurated at 
the World’s Salesmanship Congress in 
Detroit, when a number of company 
officials met and decided that the time 
had come for an organization of their 
sales executives.

Many Points Made Which Will Be of 
Value in Soliciting 
This Class 





“Intensive Cultivation” during re- 
cent years has become a slogan in busi- 
ness, and never were its value and pos- 
sibilities more clearly shown than in 
the program of the National Life Un- 
derwriters’ Association at St. Louis. 
The usual convention program covers a 
wide range of topics. The St. Louis 
convention was concentrated on one 
topic—“Salesmanship,” and a_ busier 
convention the association has never 
had. The main topic was divided for 
the five-minute discussions, and al- 
though practically the entire conven- 
tion was devoted to salesmanship, the 
discussions show that only the sur- 
face could be scratched in the time al- 
lowed. Any one of the topics to which 
a half hour or an hour was devoted at 
St. Louis might profitably have been 
given a day or two days of the dele- 
gates’ time. 


Discussion of Business Insurance 


The fruitfulness of the discussion de- 
pended, of course, largely upon the 
leader, and in this the convention was 
particularly fortunate. Nowhere was 
this wealth of material more evident 
than in the discussion of “Business Life 
Insurance,” which was led by Lawrence 
C. Woods of Pittsburgh, brother of ex- 
President E. A. Woods, and one of the 
largest writers of business insurance in 
the country. Mr. Woods had made an 
outline for the discussion, which cov- 
ered very completely the entire subject. 
In the discussion, only a few of the sub- 
topics could be touched upon. 


L. C. Woods’ Analysis 


Mr. Woods’ analysis of the proposi- 
tion will be valuable to every man who 
expects to write business insurance, 
being full of practical tips and sugges- 
tions, and is as follows: 

I. Use of Business Insurance: 

1. Asa “shock absorber.” 

2. Strengthens credit while all are 
alive—both within and with- 
out the organization. 

Capitalizes individual ability. 

Furnishes best collateral. 

Sound from an_ accounting 

standpoint. 

Best possible reserve. 

(a) Liquid and in a sense con- 
cealed. 

(b) No distraction from regu- 
lar business. 

(c) No trouble and no taxes 
(direct). 

(d) Largest when most needed. 

7%. Only scientific method for pro- 
viding funds for retiring stock, 
eliminating estates, keeping 
out dry rot, enlisting new 
blood. 

8. Builds up fund for any great 
welfare work—pension, em- 
ployes’ hospital, orphan asy- 
lum, etc., etc. 

9. Why is immediate cash more 
vital ‘to a business than to an 
estate in event of a death?

II. Prospects: 
1. The valuable life or lives: 
(a) Technical knowledge. 
(b) Experience. 
(c) Financial standing. 
(d) Good will. 

2. Wisdom of often including in 
program less valuable lives for 
policy’s sake. 

III. Approach: 

1. Delicacy and tact necessary in 
taking it up—first, with either 
(a) life to be insured; or (b) 
other important men. 

2. Careful preparation and_ in- 
timate knowledge of personal 
traits as well as business in- 
terrelations. 

3. Emphasize to “A” the value of 
“B” and danger of “B” dying. 
“A” could go back and take 
up “B’s” work, but should not 
have to sacrifice his own im- 
portant affairs. 

4. Assume big motives, importance 
of life and business. 

(a) To insured’s estate (who 
will not be here to look after 


it). 

(b) To stockholders. 

(c) To creditors, bankers and 
bondholders. 

(d) To employes, whose pay- 
roll must continue without 

. . interruption. 

(e) To customers. 

(f) To the entire community, 
which has made success pos- 
sible. 

5. (a) Avoid discussion with a 
number of individuals in firm 
or corporation until one man 
is absolutely for it and ready 
to champion it. 

(b) Where necessary to attend 
a meeting, don’t try to “win 
an argument and lose the 
case.” Allow your customers 
to answer one another. 

IV. Suggestions as to Amount: 

1. Covering all liabilities. 

2. Covering all quick liabilities. 

3. Covering year’s dividend. 

4. Insuring value of “Good Will” 
(ten times net average annual 
earnings in excess of 6 percent 
on actual invested assets). 

V. Special Services Peculiarly Demand- 
ed in Business Life Insurance: 

1. Earlier examination intended 
than in personal insurance: 

(a) Business complications in 
event of impairment being 
known. 

(b) Transactions usually larger 
than in personal insurance 
and greater _— possibility 
therefore of adverse action. 
(Discouraging but good 
argument for urging busi- 
nes insurance.) 

2. Why should age of life insured 
be admitted any more than in 
personal insurance? 

VI. Special Need of Business Life In- 
surance for Small Firms and Corpo- 
rations: 

(98.9 percent of all failures in 1915, less 

than $20,000 capital.) 

1. Limited capital and credit. 

2. Small organization, often but 
two partners or active officers. 

3. “Profits” largely in the nature 
of wages or salaries, not earn- 
ings on capital invested. 

4. Survivor cannot continue busi- 
ness doing two men’s work, 
handle obligations on “ 
name,” etc., etc., and continue 
same income to widow. 

5. Small firm or company often 
composed of two or three 
members of a family or con- 
nection. Business life insur- 
ance avoids family trouble.

PART-TIME LIFE AGENTS 
ARE PUT UNDER BAN 


John I. D. Bristol’s Men in New 
York City Pass Interest- 
ing Resolutions 


ASK COMPANIES TO ACT 


Call Attention to Present Conditions 
in the Business That Are 
Undesirable 





The other day the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life men connected with the New 
York City general agency, under the 
management of John I. D. Bristol, 
unanimously adopted a set of resolu- 
tions calling on the companies to elim- 
inate all part-time men. The Bristol gen- 
eral agency believes in the whole-time 
basis and all its men devote their entire 
energies to soliciting life insurance and 
have no side lines. The resolutions 
adopted were as follows: 

Whereas, As life insurance agents 
connected with the largest and most 
successful of all general agencies, we 
greatly deplore the general practice of 
life companies, of allowing the pay- 
ment of commissions to part-time non- 
experts for interfering with the busi- 
ness of whole-time experts; 

Whereas, We greatly deplore the an- 
nual loss of millions of dollars of new 
business in country districts, owing to 
the lack of general life insurance edu- 
cation resulting from the recognition 
of part-time agents as representatives 
of companies, and the impossibility of 
real agents securing a livelihood in such 
fields for the same reason; 


Would Get Larger Returns 


Whereas, Our observation convinces 
us that if the comparatively few part- 
time nonexperts who are now writing 
a small legitimate personal business 
were to devote their entire time to the 
work, their income would be very 
largely increased and the newly cre- 
ated business of these agents would 
largely exceed the entire new business 
now secured by general agents and 
managers through many thousands of 
part-time men;

Whereas, We deplore the large ratio 
of lapses, owing to the issuance of 
policies not suited to the circumstances 
of the insured, and erroneous advice 
in connection therewith given by un- 
educated part-time agents, which is also 
so frequently followed by the substitu- 
tion of policies;

Full-Time Men Handicapped 


Whereas, We deplore the fact that 
managers and general agents almost 
universally, either through ignorance 
of the situation or with full knowledge 
thereof, will accept applications from 
these interfering part-timers if their 
own agents refuse to “secure business” 
in that manner; 

Whereas, We deplore the adverse 
agency selection everywhere resulting 
from the employment of these disrepu- 
table methods, which are the direct re- 
sult of agency demoralization, a bar 
to agency work as a successful spe- 
cialty, and the direct cause of the in- 
creasing difficulty of obtaining new 
agents of the character, reputation and 
ability that life insurance demands; 


Effect on Mortality 


Whereas, We deplore the increased 
cost of life insurance, from the larger 


mortality shown ‘under brokerage and° 


part-time business, and feel that it is 
the duty of the medicaf directors. of all 
life insurance companies to take im- 
mediate steps to bring about a reduc- 
tion inthe cost of policies, by confin- 
ing the obtaining of new business’ solely 
to educated and conscientious. agents 





engaged in no other occupation and 
devoting their entire time to the mu- 
tual interests of policyholders and 
company; 

Whereas, The chief factor in the de- 
velopment of life insurance salesman- 
ship efficiency being mutual confidence, 
based upon the absolute certainty that 
no one salesman can undersell another, 
we deplore the absence of this great 
element of agency protection in gen- 
eral agencies where part-timeism is tol- 
erated, realizing that such confidence 
is impossible under those conditions; 


Recognition of Real Agent 


Whereas, A college professor, banker, 
school teacher, minister or barber may 
legitimately secure a few applications 
annually, without direct and immedi- 
ate detriment to the rights and effi- 
ciency of the full-time expert, but as 
the line cannot be drawn in the issu- 
ance of licenses as between such occu- 
pations and the hundreds of thousands 
of licenses annually issued to all 
classes of alleged agents, it is clear 
that agency recognition should be given 
to the real agent only, and that if this 
is not done, agency detriment and de- 
moralization must inevitably ensue, 
with a much smaller issuance of poli- 
cies to lower grade applicants; 

Whereas, It is clearly apparent that 
this general agency, now without doubt 
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the largest and most successful in the 
entire world of life insurance, would 
not have achieved its conspicuous suc- 
cess without the abolition of the part- 
timer as the chief factor in its very 
complete system of agency protection, 
constituting the foundation upon which 
the agency was built; 

Whereas, This general agency, com- 
prising a portion of the city of New 
York (the boroughs of Manhattan and 
the Bronx), with its system of agency 
protection, is now doing a larger busi- 
ness than the great majority of life in- 
surance companies throughout the 
United States, who have not adopted 
this great essential to company and 
agency success; ‘ 


Metropolitan Life’s Experience 


Whereas, We learn upon the best au- 
thority that: “The Metropolitan, as a 
result of careful study of the reasons 
for the failures and successes of its 
salesmen, by gathering data as to their 
past occupations, their ages, educational 
training, etc., has done away with part- 
time salesmen, reduced its selling force, 
decreased the percentage of failures of 
new salesmen, increased the average 
earnings of its salesmen nearly 100 per- 
cent, improved their personnel, and in- 
creased its business nearly 40 per cent”; 

Resolved, That we ask of all life in- 
surance companies the total abolition, 
by the first of January next, of all part- 
time contracts, in order that life insur- 
ance commissions may be paid solely 
and exclusively to life insurance men, 
thereby rendering life insurance a busi- 
ness and eventually a profession.

MUST MEET REQUIREMENTS 





Kansas Commissioner Tells Assessment 
Companies That Policies Must 
-Conform to Law 





Topeka, Kan., Oct. 11—(Special)— 
The policies of some of the assess- 
ment life companies doing business in 
Kansas have failed to secure the ap- 
proval of Commissioner Wilson. If 
they do not amend their policies to 
meet the requirements by March 1 the 
commissioner will refuse to renew their 
certificates permitting them to sell in- 
surance in Kansas. 

In the meantime there will be a ses- 
sion of the legislature and the assess- 
ment people are hoping to get a revision 
of the law making it more favorable to 
them. The trouble with the policies 
disapproved by Commissioner Wilson 
is that they fail to show on their face 
that additional or larger assessments 
may be made if necessary to meet the 
obligations. The law requires that such 
policies show on their face that the pay- 
ment of the policy is dependent on the 
company’s right to levy such assess- 
ments as may be necessary to supply 
the funds with which to meet its pol- 
icies as they mature. 

The law further requires that in all 
cases where the company or association 
by amending its by-laws can alter the 
terms of its policy contracts without 
the consent of the insured, that fact 
shall be plainly stated in the policy. 
In short, the law requires that the face 
of the policy shall show the purchaser 
exactly what he is buying.

Because Illinois has one metropoli- 
tan city, a number of good manufac- 
turing centers and big farming districts 
the general average may be taken as 
about equal the average policy issued 
throughout the country last year. 

The figures for the individual com- 
panies do not, however, represent the 
averages they maintained throughout 
the country in 1915. A number of com- 
panies have agencies in Chicago alone. 
Naturally they show a higher average 
in Illinois than they would in states 
where they have extensive plants cov- 
ering small towns and rural districts.

REPORT OF THE LIQUIDATION 





New York Department Tells About 
Closing Up Affairs of American 
Temperance Life 





The report of the New York superin- 
tendent of insurance, upon the liquida- 
tion of the American Temperance Life, 
which includes an audit of the claims 
against the association, has been con- 
firmed by order of Justice Francis B. 
Delehanty of the supreme court in 
New York county. The insurance de- 
partment took over the business of the 
association for the purpose of winding 
it up, as provided in section 63 of the 
insurance law, under court order dated 
June 29, 1915, and the audit of claims 
was completed and filed with the court 
at the close of one year from that date, 
on June 30, 1916. 

The American Temperance Life was 
organized under the provisions of Ar- 
ticle VI of the insurance law as a co- 
operative life and casualty insurance 
corporation, and operated upon the as- 
sessment plan. While the principal 
office of the association was established 
for more than twenty years in New 
York City, it transacted business in 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Rhode 
Island, as well as New York. At the 
date of its failure there were outstand- 
ing 4,520 certificates aggregating about 
$4,000,000 of insurance. A large part of 
the membership consisted of former 
members of small mutual benefit so- 
cieties, which had proved unable to 
continue an independent existence, and 
industrial policyholders secured through 
the efforts of canvassing agents in the 
poorer quarters of New York City. 
No attempt was made to limit the 
activities of the association to the in- 
surance of total abstainers or to segre- 
gate the funds contributed or the losses 
sustained in the temperance section 
from those in the general section. The 
character of the business and member- 
ship had of recent years deteriorated 
greatly, and the loss experience, as re- 
ported by the actuary, was over 50 per- 
cent in excess of the expected under 
the American experience table. 

Superintendent Phillips allowed in his 
audit of claims a total of $149,375.77, 
and disallowed $32,898.27, of which 
$6,650 will have to be passed upon by 
a referee. The income received 
amounted to $7,407.45, leaving assets 
on hand amounting to $121,862.99, after 
charging off $5,164.64 for depreciation 
of investments from the book value at 
which they were carried on June 29, 
1915., Of these assets $86,312.99 consist 
of cash in bank, which is to be dis- 
tributed to creditors in a first dividend 
of 55 percent. A final dividend will be 
paid as soon as the remaining securi- 
ties, which consist of real property 
bought in on foreclosure, and bonds 
and mortgages secured by real prop- 
erty, can be converted into money. 
The expenses of the proceeding for the 
period of one year amounted to 
$3.841.26, less than 3% percent of the 
assets realized.

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HUGHES AND INSURANCE 

Cuartes E. Hucues, Republican candi- 
date for president, is connected with the 
life insurance business in a peculiarly in- 
timate and personal way. Life insurance 
men have ceased to have painful reflections 
when thinking of Mr. Hucues. While the 
great life insurance structure was already 
built when he appeared on the scene, its 
remarkabie further development in the 
past ten years may be traced partly to him. 
The Armstrong investigation—it should be 
called the Hughes investigation—will al- 
ways be regarded as the great event in life 
insurance history which divides it into two 
epochs. 

Due to this investigation, it cleared it- 
self of the trammels of a purely private 
business, and without the slightest con- 
cession to socialism, demonstrated that 
American ideas and principles are sound 
and are capable of the broadest expansion 
and adaptation to the most complicated 
social needs. We have in life insurance 
today the greatest freedom and opportu- 
nity for initiative combined with the broad- 
est public service of any business which is 
recognized and controlled by the state. 
There is no monopoly of life insurance by 
the big interests as there is in other lines 
of business. The smallest company has 
the same opportunity to make good and 
give service as the largest. 

Hence, we have a healthy, decent and 
honorable spirit of competition, which 
makes for the broadest expansion of the 
business. Mr. Hucues has had a large 
share in bringing about these conditions. 
His own views of life insurance are ex- 
pressed in the following extract from an 
address made to a gathering of life un- 
derwriters several years ago: 

“T claim to be an insurance man, and I 
am the kind of insurance man representing 
millions through the country who are 
largely dependent upon insurance for the 
security of their homes. As a young man, 
when I was first looking forward to the 
obligations of manhood and the duties of 
fatherhood, I realized that there was only 
one way in which a poor man without 
capital could protect his family from the 
vicissitudes of fortune and make proper 
security against the day which must come 
to us all, and that was through life insur- 

ance. And I have been interested in life 
insurance, adding to my holdings in life 
insurance from that time to this. 
“If I were to die tonight, to a very large 
extent the entire protection of my family 
would consist of life insurance policies.” 


CARRIES HIS OWN N POLICIES 

AN AGENT the other day was talking 
about one of the methods he uses in 
soliciting and says that he always car- 
ries his own policy that he has with 
his company. He says that very fre- 
quently when he is canvassing a pros- 








he himself carries in his own company. 
Therefore, to pull our a couple of poli- 
cies right off the bat is convincing. 
The psychological effect is good, be- 
cause the prospect will think the man 
has confidence in his own proposition. 

This agent was telling the incident 
about ‘a peddler of suspenders, who 
went down into a mine and took a lot 
of orders from the miners. After he 
had made the rounds and taken some 
fifty orders, one of the men told him 
to take off his coat and it was found 
that he did not use this special brand 
of suspender. Therefore he lost all the 
orders because the men concluded that 
he did not like the goods that he was 
selling. 





RECOGNITION FROM BIG MEN 


CuHar_es A. STIx, president of the Stix, 
Barer & Futter Dry Goops Company, of 
St. Louis, who died recently, carried 
$293,000 of life insurance with his wife,. 
two sisters and mother as_ beneficiaries. 
He was 56 years old and the greater 
amount of his insurance was taken after 
he was forty. 

In commenting on the amount the St. 
Louis, Mo., Globe-Democrat, says: 

“The fact gives added evidence of how 
far-sighted and sagacious men of business 
and affairs are coming, more and more, to 
regard life insurance as among the best 
investments it is possible to make. More 
than half of this large insurance on the 
life of Mr. Stix, it is stated, was written 
after he reached his fortieth year, when 
the premiums to be paid were much larger 
than were charged against him on policies 
taken at half that age. It is evident that 
he calculated, as his fortune increased, 
that the payment of heavy premiums on 
large insurance was a wise investment for 
him to make. 

“This has been the reasoning of many 
men of large fortune and large affairs in 
recent years. The growth in life insurance 
shows that the value of such a method of 
investing surplus funds, or savings, is 
coming to be realized more and more. 
Small policy holders are now a multitude 
compared with their number not many 
years ago. One reason for this growth 
is, of course, the greater liberality of the 
life insurance companies.” 








SUBTLE COMPLIMENT GIVEN 

You go into a hat store and ask for 
a hat. Does the salesman ever start 
in by showing you the cheapest line 
on his shelves? It’s “dollars to dough- 
nuts” that he does nothing of the sort, 
but that he starts in by showing you 
the best and highest priced goods first. 

This is a subtle compliment to the 
customer, which implies that he is one 
of that class of men who purchase only 
the better grade of goods and perhaps, 
when upon request a cheaper grade 
of goods is shown, the intrinsic value 
of the article costing more than has 
been counted upon is actually selected. 
This is because. of the fact that com- 
parison shows the better article to be 
much more desirable. It is easier to 
drop down in price amps necessity than 
to rise. 

So it is with the life insurance busi- 
ness; present first the better policy and 
always upon necessity the cheaper one 
can be explained rather than lose the 
sale. In other words, aim high and 


you will cover more ground and reap 
much larger harvests in the way of

“George I. Richardson, the last of 
the veteran trio of the old guard, en- 
tered into rest Oct. 1 at his home in 
Lutherville, Baltimore county, Md., 
full of years and honors at age 86. 
Col. Wm. B. Hamilton of Texas and 
Wm. Frothingham Morrill of Boston, 
each, like him. over fifty years in the 
service, preceded him by three years 
on the long journey. He wrote at the 
time of their passing in 1913 that he 
was “waiting for the summons, yet 
nressing on for signatures on the 
dotted lme” and added, “in God is my 
strength and help.” 

“Mr. Richardson was known as ‘the 
Grand Old Man of Baltimore.” His 
was a uniaue character, a noble, pains- 
taking, and persistently successful life 











was his for more than fifty-three years 


with the company he loved to serve. 
He inherited his insurance skill from 
his father, Edward Jones Richardson, 
who represented the New York Life 
in Baltimore for twenty years prior to 
his death in 1868. George I. began as 
a clerk in his father’s office in 1860 
and in 1863 was taken into the firm. 
In his career he brought more than 
six million dollars of protection to 
thousands of people. Considerably 
more than one million of this was 
placed after he had passed his sev- 
entieth birthday! In 1911 he insured 
the grandson of a man whom he had 
insured thirty-five years before. A 
member of the $200,000 Club, beginning 
in 1898, he was its third vice-president 
in 1899, and in 1901 was made honorary 
member of the club for life on his ar- 
rival at ‘Senior Nylic.” Through the 
active portion of his long and honor- 
able career Mr. Richardson’s paid busi- 
ness averaged about $150,000 a year.” 


J. G. Guess, cashier of the Reliance 
Life in Chicago, has been transfererd 
to the Memphis agency. Grady Kin- 
man, cashier at Memphis, is made 
cashier at the Chicago branch office. 


Morgan G. Bulkeley, president of the 
Aetna Life, is one of the few men who 
have built up their fortunes in old age.

He has been alderman and 
mayor of Hartford, has served two 
terms as governor, and also has been 
in the United States Senate. Mr.

He 
has always been keen in seeing a good 
investment and when the war started 
two years ago he got in on the ground 
floor at once and has succeeded in 
amassing a fortune, which runs well 
into seven figures. 


H. Jeffries, superintendent of 
agents of the Penn Mutual Life, has 
not been at his desk since early spring. 
Following a general run-down condi- 
tion he suffered a nervous breakdown. 
He spent some months in northern 
Maine in an effort to regain his health 
and is now on a ranch in Wyoming. 

For the first time since he left, en- 
couraging reports of his condition have 
come to the home office, and it is 
thought that he is at last on the mend.

THE SALES EXECUTIVES 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


ship Congress at Detroit an invitation 
was extended to all home office offi- 
cials in attendance at the congress to 
attend a luncheon. Twenty-three offi- 
cials were present, representing seven- 
teen companies. After full discussion 
the following motion was unanimously 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this meeting that the formation of an 
organization be recommended to which 
the agency officials of all legal reserve 
companies be invited to become mem- 
bers; that Mr. Taylor of the Equitable, 
Mr. Stadden of the Franklin and Mr. 
Russell of the Phoenix Mutual be ap- 
pointed a committee of three to con- 
sider and suggest the basis and scope 
of organization, and that a meeting be 
called at such time and place as the 
committee may determine.” 


Scope of the Organization 


The unanimous report of the commit- 
tee is sent you, and it is expected that 
the scope of the organization, if 
formed, will be strictly limited to the 
subjects mentioned in this report, and 
that there will be no discussion of 
agency contracts, methods of reorgani- 
zation or other subjects of an executive 
nature. It is believed that an associa- 
tion such as is now proposed will be 
as valuable and helpful in agency work 
as the Actuarial Society and Medical 
Directors Association have been in 
their respective spheres. 

Your company is probably doing 
something for the betterment of life in- 
surance in its selling department, of 
which other companies are not aware, 
and this subject is brought to your at- 
tention with the suggestion that the 
representatives of those companies who 
are willing to bring about an inter- 
change of thought on the subject of im- 
proved salesmanship shall meet at the 
Hotel La Salle in Chicago on Monday, 
Oct. 16.

We further sug- 
gest a very simple form of organiza- 
tion with such offices as may be de- 
cided upon at the first meeting, to be 
held at the La Salle hotel, Chicago, on 
Monday, Oct. 16. 


Recommendation Is Made 


We recommend the following as the 
scope of the work of such an organiza- 
tion: Consideration and interchange 
of opinion upon all matters pertaining 
to the betterment of the selling depart- 
ment of life insurance, through the im- 
provement in the quality of men who 
enter the business, through the elimina- 
tion of those who bring discredit to it, 
and through a study of standardized 
methods of selection and training of 
life insurance salesmen.

WILSON WILLIAMS’ PLAN 
ON INCOME INSURANCE 


He Urges Form of Legal Brief in 
Presenting Policy to a 
Prospect 


ARGUMENTS ARE LISTED 


Curiosity Is Aroused and Favorable 
Attention Is Secured—Interest Is 
Attracted 


Wilson Williams of New Orleans, 
La., general agent of the New Eng- 
land Mutual Life, is one of the leading 
life men of the country. He was for- 
merly superintendent of agents of the 
Security Mutual of Binghamton, N. Y., 
and has been a live wire in many ways. 
At the St. Louis convention of the Na- 
tional Life Underwriters Association in 
talking on the subject of income insur- 
ance, he referred to a plan that he fol- 
lowed, having the presentation in the 
form of a legal brief. There have been 
many demands from different sources 
as to a copy of such a brief and Mr. 
Williams made up one that he uses 
for his own company, at the request 
of THe WesTERN UNDERWRITER for use 
in its columns. It can be adapted, of 
course, to any company with the neces- 
sary changes. Mr. Williams, in speak- 
ing at St. Louis on the question of in- 
come insurance, said: 

Mr. Williams’ St. Louis Remarks 


“The keynote of this convention is 
‘Salesmanship,’ and the gentlemen who 
have preceded me showed by their re- 
marks that they had this idea much in 
mind. To sell an income policy, how- 


‘ever, requires more than salesmanship. 


The requirement is for the life insur- 
ance agent, that is the man who not 
only represents his company and 
agency, but who, in a professional ca- 
pacity, seeks primarily to serve his 
client as his agent. 


Uses Legal Brief Form 


“To succeed in any line of endeavor 
requires careful preparation, and in of- 
fering life insurance on the monthly 
income plan careful preparation for the 
proper presentation is especially neces- 
sary. I would suggest, from personal 
experience, that the proposition be sub- 


mitted in the form of a typewritten | 


brief, not entirely original with me, 
such as I hold in my hand. The ap- 
pearance of it arouses curiosity and as- 
sures favorable attention, without

which it is impossible to induce the 
prospect’s interest. In the form of this 
brief explain first what a life annuity 
means,: what it will accomplish and at 
what cost. 


Uses Some Comparisons 


“Follow this with a comparison made 
between investments at a conservative 
interest return, the time required to 
accumulate such a capital as will assure 
the same return guaranteed by the 
monthly income policy, the greater 
economy effected through the insur- 
ance contract, and close your argu- 
ments with a statement of the policy 
contract features. 

“At the first interview the prospect 
will invariably insist on knowing the 
cost involved in the plan, but I either 
appear not to have heard the inquiry, 
or, failing in this, pass lightly over the 
matter of cost until I can first empha- 
size the special advantages of the con- 
tract. This, for obvious reasons. Once 
you have created in the prospect’s mind 
a desire for anything offered him the 
cost will appear relatively small.

The ever present JF in life makes life 
insurance essential to every man, par- 
ticularly to the one with a family. 

He will support his family /F he 
lives. 

He will pay off the mortgage JF good 
health continues. ‘ 

He will provide for the children’s 
ee IF his business ventures suc- 
ceed. 

He will be independent in old age JF 
his plans are uninterrupted by accident 
or injury. 

These and many more contingents 
emphasize the present need of certain 
provision against the disappointments 
and misfortunes which veil the future. 
Evidence is not wanting that the best 
laid plans are liable to miscarry, and 
this fact is daily popularizing a form 
of protection known as life annuity. 


Life Annuity 


The great danger in leaving an estate 
is that somebody else must handle the 
money for the benefit of those you have 
left behind. If often happens that 
through unwise investments the prin- 
cipal is lost, and although a man might 
die, leaving for his wife or daughter a 
good business or gilt edge securities, 
the income may be cut off or reduced 
at a time when they can least afford 
it.

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year), but if she dies five years after
